OUR NEW PRESIDENT 

Hemet News:—Woodrow Wilson enters upon his second 
term as president of the United States. It is not an easy 
position to fill in these trying times.

DO OUR SUPERVISORS REPRESENT? 

California Outlook:—The five supervisors are elected 
from five districts. These districts were laid out many 
years ago, and they are now very inequitable in relation to 
the present distribution of copulation, as the following table, 
showing the number of registered voters in each supeiwisor- 
ial district, will show: 

1st—Supervisor Hamilton. 49,838 

2nd—Supervisor Norton . 83,016 

3rd—Supervisor Woodley . 36,410 

4th—Supervisor McClellan . 126,929 

5th—Supervisor Dodge . 46,181 

Any change in the district boundaries, intended to 
equalize the population in the districts must be made be¬ 
fore next November, if the change is to affect the election of 
November, 1918, and must be made by a “two-thirds” vote 
of the Board of Supervisors, which in a board of five mem¬ 
bers, means a four-fifths vote.
